| Council may incorporate 
a tract of land and the owners thereof 
into an improvement district: 

And whereas the Administrator in 
Council has, by Order in Council made 
pursuant to the said Act, been pleased to 
order that the tract of land hereinafter 
described and the owners thereof be in- 
corporated into an improvement district 
under the said Act, and has made further 
provision to the tenor and effect herein- 
after appearing: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do hereby order and proclaim:— 


1. The tract of land within Alberni, 
Barclay, Chemainus, Cowichan Lake, 
Dunsmuir, Renfrew, Sahtlam, and Sey- 
mour Land Districts and Victoria Land 
Registration District comprising School 
District No. 66 (the boundaries of said 


Ray Williston, 
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school district shall be as defined at the 
date of issue of these Letters Patent) and 
all subdivisions of the said tract and all 
owners of land therein are incorporated 
intO an improvement district under the 
“Water Act” and subject to the provi- 
sions thereof and to the conditions here- 
inafter contained. 

2. The improvement district shall be 
known as the “Lake Cowichan Hospital 
Improvement District No. 24.” 


3. The objects of the improvement dis- 
trict shall be the provision of financial aid 
towards the planning, constructing, recon- 
structing, purchasing, equipping, or op- 
erating of a hospital, the acquiring of 
land or buildings for such hospital pur- 
poses, and all matters incidental thereto. 


4. The improvement district shall be 
divided into four zones, which shall be 
comprised as follows:— 


Zone I1.— Commencing at the north- 
east corner of Section 18, Renfrew 
Land District situated within Cow- 
ichan Lake Land District, being a 
point on the edge of the bed of Cow- 
ichan Lake, on the southerly shore 
thereof; thence southerly along the 
easterly boundary of said Section 18 
to the northerly boundary of Section 
38, Renfrew Land District situated 
within Cowichan Lake Land District; 
thence easterly, southerly, westerly, 
and southerly along the northerly, 
easterly, and southerly boundaries of 
said Section 38 to the most southerly 
south-east corner thereof; thence in 
a general southerly and easterly di- 
rection along the easterly boundary 
of Block 21, Cowichan Lake Land 
District, to the most southerly south- 
east corner thereof; thence in a gen- 
eral southerly direction along the 
easterly boundaries of Blocks 682 
and 19 to the most southerly corner 
of Block 19; thence in a general 
westerly direction along the north- 
erly boundaries of Blocks 768 and 
837 to the most northerly north-west 
corner of Block 837; thence in a 
general westerly, southerly, and east- 
erly direction along the northerly, 
westerly, and southerly boundaries 
of Block 837 to the most southerly 
south-east corner thereof; thence in 
a general southerly direction along 
the westerly boundaries of Blocks 
130, 131, 309, and 131 to the north- 
east corner of Block 310; thence in 
a general westerly and southerly 
direction along the northerly and 
westerly boundaries of Block 310 to 
the south-west corner thereof; thence 
southerly along the westerly bound- 
ary of Block 131 to the most souther- 
ly south-west corner thereof; thence 
due south to the southerly boundary 
of Cowichan Lake Land District; 
thence westerly and north-westerly 
along the southerly and westerly 
boundaries of Cowichan Lake Land 
District to Mile-post 30.5 on the 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo Railway 
Land Grant boundary, being a point 
on the easterly boundary of School 
District No. 66; thence in a general 
southerly and westerly direction 
along the easterly and southerly 
boundaries of School District No. 66 
to the south-west corner thereof; 
thence in a general north-easterly 
direction along the north-westerly 
boundary of Renfrew Land District 
to its intersection with the Esquimalt 
and Nanaimo Railway Land Grant 
boundary; thence south-easterly along 
aforesaid Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
Railway Land Grant boundary to the 


most southerly south-west corner of 
Section 15, Township 2, Barclay 
Land District situated within Cow- 
ichan Lake Land District; thence 
easterly along the southerly bound- 
ary of said Section 15, Township 2, 
to the south-east corner thereof; 
thence southerly and easterly along 
the westerly and southerly bound- 
aries of Lot 45, Cowichan Lake Land 
District, to the south-east corner 
thereof; thence southerly and east- 
erly along the westerly and southerly 
boundaries of Section 42, Renfrew 
Land District situated within Cow- 
ichan Lake Land District, to the 
south-east corner thereof; thence 
southerly, easterly, and northerly 
along the westerly, southerly, and 
easterly boundaries of Section 48, 
Renfrew Land District situated with- 
in Cowichan Lake Land District, to 
the north-east corner thereof, being 
a point on the edge of the bed of 
Cowichan Lake, on the southerly 
shore thereof; thence due north to 
the centre line of Cowichan Lake; 
thence in a general south-easterly 
direction along said centre line of 
Cowichan Lake to a point due north 
of the north-east corner of Section 
18, Renfrew Land District situated 
within Cowichan Lake Land District; 
thence due south to aforesaid north- 
east corner, being the point of com- 
mencement. 


Zone 2.— Commencing at the north- 


east corner of Section 18, Renfrew 
Land District situated within Cow- 
ichan Lake Land District, being a 
point on the edge of the bed of 
Cowichan Lake, on the southerly 
shore thereof; thence due north to 
the centre line of Cowichan Lake; 
thence in a general north-westerly 
direction along said centre line of 
Cowichan Lake to its intersection 
with the centre line of the North 
Arm of Cowichan Lake; thence in 
a general south-easterly direction 
along said centre line of the North 
Arm of Cowichan Lake to the north- 
west corner of Section 23, Renfrew 
Land District situated within Cow- 
ichan Lake Land District; thence 
easterly along the northerly bound- 
ary of said Section 23 to the north- 
east corner thereof and continuing 
due east to the westerly boundary of 
Block 488, Cowichan Lake District; 
thence northerly along the westerly 
boundaries of Blocks 488 and 658 
to the north-west corner of Block 
658; thence easterly along the north- 
erly boundary of Block 658 to the 
north-east corner thereof; thence 
northerly along the westerly bound- 
aries of Blocks 482 and 858 to the 
north-west corner of Block 858; 
thence in a general westerly and 
northerly direction along the south- 
erly and westerly boundaries of 
Block 438 to the north-west corner 
thereof; thence northerly along the 
westerly boundaries of Blocks 57 
and 437 to the most westerly north- 
west corner of Block 437; thence in 
a general easterly direction along the 
northerly boundary of said Block 
437 to an angle corner on the west- 
erly boundary thereof; thence north- 
erly along the westerly boundary of 
Block 437 to its intersection with 
the southerly boundary of Block 
1040; thence westerly along the 
southerly boundary of Block 1040 
to the south-west corner thereof; 


thence northerly along the westerly 


boundary of Block 1040 to the north- 
west corner thereof and continuing 
due north to the northerly boundary 
of School District No. 66; thence in 
a general easterly, southerly, and 
westerly direction along the north- 
erly, easterly, and southerly bound- . 
aries of School District No. 66 to 
its intersection with the easterly 
boundary of Zone 1; thence in a 
general northerly direction along the 
easterly boundary of Zone 1 to the 
north-east corner of Section 18, Ren- 
frew Land District situated within 
Cowichan Lake Land District, being 
the point of commencement, save 
and except thereout The Corporation 
of the Village of Lake Cowichan. 

Zone 3.—Commencing at the most 
northerly north-west corner of Zone 
2; thence in a general southerly 
direction along the westerly bound- 
ary of said Zone 2 to its intersection 
with the northerly boundary of Zone 
1; thence in a general north-westerly 
and south-westerly direction along 
the northerly and westerly bound- 
aries of said Zone 1 to the south- 
west corner thereof, said point being 
the south-west corner of School Dis- 
trict No. 66; thence in a general 
northerly, north-easterly, and south- 
easterly direction along the westerly 
and northerly boundaries of School 
District No. 66 to its intersection 
with the most northerly north-west 
corner of Zone 2, being the point of 
commencement. 

Zone 4.—All lands within incorporated 
Village of Lake Cowichan as de- 
scribed in the British Columbia 
Gazette, May 9th, 1957, and any 
further extensions thereof. 


5. There shall be five Trustees, one of 
whom shall be elected from each zone 
with the exception of Zone 4, which shall 
have two Trustees elected therefrom, and 
the term of office of each Trustee shall be 
three years, except in the first elections of 
Trustees the terms of office shall be as 
set out in clause 8 herein. 


6. The persons qualified to vote at the 
first elections of Trustees shall be Cana- 
dian citizens who are twenty-one years of 
age or older and are entitled to be regis- 
tered as voters under the “Provincial 
Elections Act” and are owners of land 
situate in the zone in which they vote, or 
the authorized agent of any board or cor- 
poration that is an owner of such land, 
or the legal representative of any owner 
of such land who has died, become in- 
solvent or insane, and the persons quali- 
fied to be candidates at the first election 
of Trustees in each zone shall be the per- 
sons qualified to vote as aforesaid. 


7. Mr. C. Y. Eldred, Cobble Hill, shall 
be Returning Officer for the first elections 
of Trustees. He shall call a general meet- 
ing in each zone (except in Zone 2, where 
said general meeting will be held in the 
Village of Lake Cowichan) of the persons 
who are qualified as aforesaid to vote and 
shall, at least fifteen days before the date 
of the said meeting, post at three con- 
spicuous places within each zone and 
publish in a newspaper circulating in the 
said zone a notice signed by him giving 
the date, time, and place of holding the 
said meeting. The Returning Officer shall 
be chairman of the said meeting, and, 
subject to the provisions of clause 6, he 
shall have power to determine whether 
or not any person who desires to vote is 
qualified to do so. He shall have power 
to determine the procedure to be followed 
at the said meeting and the method of 
taking votes. Each qualified voter shall 
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be entitled to cast one vote for one candi- 
date, except in Zone 4, where the voter 
is entitled to cast two votes for two candi- 
dates. The Returning Officer shall de- 
clare the results of the elections and shall 
notify the Comptroller of Water Rights 
of the said results. 

8. The candidates in Zones | and 2 
receiving the largest numbers of votes at 
the general meetings called pursuant to 
clause 7 hereof shall hold office until the 
annual general meetings of 1962, the 
candidates in Zones 3 and 4 receiving the 
largest numbers of votes at the said gen- 
eral meetings shall hold office until the 
annual general meetings of 1961, and 
the candidate receiving the second largest 
number of votes in Zone 4 shall hold 
office until the annual general meeting of 
1960. 

9. All subsequent elections of Trustees 
shall be held at the annual general meet- 
ings of the improvement district, and it 
shall be the duty of the Trustees to call 
a general meeting in each zone (except 
in Zone 2, where said general meeting will 
be held in the Village of Lake Cowichan) 
to be held between January Ist and May 
Ist in each year, except 1959, for the 
following purposes:— 

(a) To receive from the Trustees a 

report on the undertakings of the 
said improvement district for the 
preceding fiscal year and a state- 
ment of the financial condition of 
the said improvement district pre- 
pared by the auditor: 
To discuss with the Trustees any 
matter relating to the undertak- 
ings or finances of the said im- 
provement district: 

(c) To elect a Trustee to succeed the 
one whose term of office expires 
coincidental with the holding of 
such annual general meeting or to 
elect a Trustee or Trustees to fill 
a vacancy or vacancies that has 
or have occurred or is or are about 
to occur. 

A special general meeting may be called 
by the Trustees in any zone (except in 
Zone 2, where said general meeting will 
be held in the Village of Lake Cowichan) 
at any time for the purpose of electing a 
Trustee or Trustees to fill any vacancy or 
vacancies among the Trustees, or for the 
purpose of discussing with the owners 
any matter or matters which in the 
opinion of the Trustees should be brought 
up at a general meeting. 

At least fifteen days’ notice of every 
general meeting in any zone shall be given 
by the Trustees by a notice posted in 
three conspicuous places in the zone and 
published in a newspaper circulating in 
the said zone. 

The secretary of each zone shall enter 
in a book provided by the Trustees for 
this purpose minutes of all matters 
brought before the meeting and the action 
taken thereon. At any general meeting 
in a zone every person shall be qualified 
to vote who is a Canadian citizen and is 
twenty-one years of age or older and is 
the owner of land situate in the said zone, 
or the authorized agent of any board or 
corporation that is an owner of such land, 
or legal representative of any owner of 
such land who has died, become insolvent 
or insane, and is qualified to be registered 
_ as a voter under the “Provincia! Elections 
Act.” Every person qualified as aforesaid 
to vote shall be qualified to be a candi- 
date for Trustee of the improvement dis- 
trict. In the event of the right of any 
person to vote at any general meeting being 
challenged, the chairman shall have au- 
thority to determine whether or not such

person is entitled to vote, and the chair- 
man may require such person to make 
and file with him a statutory declaration 
showing that the declarant is qualified as 
aforesaid to vote at such general meeting. 
Forthwith after the holding of a general 
meeting the Trustees shall file with the 
Comptroller of Water Rights a true copy 
of the minutes of such meeting and copies 
of all auditor’s reports and financial state- 
ments presented or discussed at the meet- 
ing. 

10. With respect to the first tax by-law 
for capital expenditure, subsequent tax 
by-laws which would create an annual 
levy of three mills or more over a period 
of years and tax by-laws which would 
create an annual levy of one-half mill or 
more for one year only, the Trustees 
shall, by plebiscite as directed by the 
Comptroller of Water Rights, ascertain 
the views of the persons entitled to vote 
as set out in clause 9 hereof. The Trus- 
tees shall not pass a tax by-law in respect 
of the question submitted to the voters 
unless those persons in favour thereof 
polled at least two-thirds of the total 
number of votes polled. 

11. The Trustees of the improvement 
district shall:— 

(a) Appoint annually as auditor of the 
said improvement district a mem- 
ber of the Institute of Chartered 
Accountants of British Columbia 
or of the Certified General Ac- 
countants’ Association of British 
Columbia and fix his remunera- 
tion, which shall be paid from the 
funds of the said improvement dis- 
trict: - 

Fix the remuneration to be paid 
to the Trustees from the funds of 
the said improvement district, such 
remuneration to be based on the 
actual expenses incurred by each 
Trustee in attending meetings and 
generally performing his duties as 
Trustee: 

(c) At the first meeting of the Trustees 
in each year, appoint one of their 
number to be Chairman until his 
term of office as Trustee expires, 
and should the Chairman be absent 
from any meeting, the Trustees 
present shall appoint a temporary 
Chairman to preside at that meet- 
ing: 

Cause to be kept books containing 
particular and accurate records of 
all receipts and expenditures of 
the funds of the said improvement 
district. 

12. Sections 58 (1) to (4), inclusive, 
59 (2) to (7), inclusive, 60, 61, 62, 63, and 
64 (2) of the “Water Act” do not apply 
to the Lake Cowichan Hospital Improve- 
ment District No. 24. 


Sections 58 (5) to (7), inclusive, do not 
apply to those portions of the improve- 
ment district contained within a munici- 
pality. 

The following provision applies to the 
Lake Cowichan Hospital Improvement 
District No. 24: The Minister of Finance 
may advance to the improvement district 
from the Consolidated Revenue Fund 
such amounts as may be requisitioned by 
the improvement district in respect of the 
taxes collectable by the Provincial Asses- 
sor or any municipality within the im- 
provement district before the taxes are 
levied or collected. 

13. All words and phrases given special 
meaning in section 2 of the “Water Act” 
shall, where used herein, be ascribed the 
meaning given them in the said section 
unless the context otherwise requires.

PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application re- 
fers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Provy- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten day of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days be- 
fore the opening of the Session:— 

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at le*st eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 


Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 


101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for

If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof.
